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Constitution of the Tashington School Athletic Association 


ARTICLE I 


Section 1. The name of this organization shall be The Washington School Athletic Association. 

Sec. 2. The purpose of this Association shall be to support, encourage, and take charge of all athletic 
interests of The Washington School. 

Sec. 3. The Association shall be divided into a Junior and a Senior Section; the former, composed of 
teachers and pupils of the Junior School, shall have charge of the athletic interests of that School; the latter, 
composed of teachers and pupils of the Senior School, shall have charge of the interests of that School, and of 
all teams representing the whole School. 


ARTICLE II 


SecTION 1. The officers of each Section of the Association shall be a president, a secretary-treasurer, and 
a manager of each branch of athletics. These officers shall perform the duties usually pertaining to their 
respective offices; the secretary-treasurer shall perform the duties of the president in his absence. 

Sec. 2. The executive committee of each Section shall consist of the faculty director of athletics, together 
with the president and secretary-treasurer of the Section. The general management of the athletics shall be in 
the hands of the executive committee, who shall also have control of the expenditures, but no expenditures 
exceeding $10 shall be made without the sanction of the Section. The executive committee shall have power 
to award the “W” or other emblem to such members of the football, baseball and track team as they may think 
worthy to wear it. The emblem awarded Junior teams shall be different from that awarded Senior teams. 

Sec. 3. No money shall be spent by the secretary-treasurer without the approval of all three members of 
the executive committee except in case of absence from School for three consecutive days, of one of the mem- 


bers, when the other two members shall have the power of approval. 
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Sec. 4. The president and the secretary-treasurer of each Section shall be elected by ballot by the mem- 
bers of the Section at the annual meeting. The managers of the different branches of athletics shall be elected 
at a time designated by the executive committee. 


ARTICLE III 


Section 1. The dues of each member of the Senior Section shall be gro per year, and each member of 
the Junior Section $5 per year. The dues shall be charged on the first school bill. Of the dues received by 
the Junior Section, one-fourth shall be paid to the Senior Section. If a student enters School after the Thanks- 
giving vacation his dues shall be proportionately reduced. The executive committee, if it thinks best, may 
reduce or altogether remit the dues of any member. 


ARTICLE IV 


Secrion 1. The annual meeting of each Section shall be held on the third Wednesday in May; special 
meetings may be called at any time by the executive committee, and a meeting must be called on the written 
request of five members. 


ARTICLE V 


Section 1. During the first week of May there shall be appointed for each Section an auditing committee 
consisting of one teacher designated by the Head-Master, and two students designated by the president of the 
Section, This committee shall make the usual examination of the accounts of the secretary-treasurer and shall 
report at the annual meeting. 


ARTICLE VI 


Section 1. This Constitution may be amended at any meeting by a vote of two-thirds of the members 
present, notice of such amendment having been posted on the School bulletin board at least one week previous 
to the meeting. 
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Foot-ball 1907 


HE school and its friends were disappointed this year by the fact that on account of the lack 

of fellows who could or would play the organization of a foot-ball team had to be given up. 
In the Fall of 1906, when the foot-ball season came to an end, an election for the 1907 captain took 
place. Bliss was elected and it was sincerely hoped that he would be as succesful in his second 
season as he had been during the first. “Therefore on the twenty-ninth of September, 1907, a prac- 
tice was called and Bliss and Mr. Whitney went through the usual first day’s trials and tribulations 
on the foot-ball field. There were not enough out during the first few days to make a team butit 
was hoped that by time for the first game we would be able to get up a fairly heavy team. This, 
however, was a mistake, for on the eighth of October all games were cancelled and the attempts at 
further practice were given up. This was especially disappointing in view of the fact that the cup 
presented by Mr. Bliss last year to the team who should win it three years in succession was already 
in the hands of the Baltimore Country School, with whom we are contesting for the cup, and would 


if we were not able to play for it, fall by default to them for the second year.

OON after the foot-ball team was given up the fellows decided to try and organize a basket- 
ball team and at an election held early in November they elected Louis Mosser manager and 
temporary captain. Mosser set to work and struggled faithfully for some time and a little later we 
found ourselves in possession of a good basket-ball, a book of rules, two baskets and goals, and a 
marked field. Soon after this we got a team together and went down to Western High School to 
play their first team. Here we were greatly outclassed in every way, on account of lack of training 
and coaching, and came out with the weight of an overwhelming defeat of 58 to 5 on our 
shoulders.

Track Events 


HIS year’s Relay team was very little more successful than that of last year, although we are 

glad to be able to state that the individual events entered into by our fellows turned out 
perhaps a little more in our favor. At the George Washington University Indoor Games, both 
the first and second Relay teams were defeated by the Baltimore Country School. None of those 
entered in the individual contests won a place. The first team consisted of Burke, Brown, Lock- 
wood and Mosser, the second one of Stone, Paul, Caftery and Nicolai. 

At the Federal Indoor Games on the fifteenth of January the first Relay team ran against 
Western High School and Emerson Institute. The result was Western took first, Washington 
School second, and Emerson last. Burke, Paul, Lockwood and Mosser composed the team. 
The second team, who ran against the Baltimore Country School’s second team and Western’s 
second team was beaten. Mosser ran a fine race in the 600-yard novice, but was unable to pass 
the line as third man, being beaten by only a few yards. Burke won third place in the fifty-yard 
scholastic. 

No relay race was scheduled for the Fifth Regiment Armory Games in Baltimore on the twenty- 
first of February, but Burke took second place in the scholastic hundred-yard dash as a scratch man. 

At the Georgetown Indoor Games at Convention Hall on March eighth the Relay Team ran 
a good race against the Potomac Athletic Club and Emerson Institute. The Potomac Athletic 
Club took first place, Washington School second, and Emerson again brought up the rear. Our 


victory over Emerson in this race gave us the championship of the private schools of the District, 
a position of which we are all proud, 
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By the time of the Richmond Meet on March twenty-first the “Track Team” had dwindled 
down to two, Mosser and Burke. These two noble heroes distinguished themselves by gaining in 
one meet by themselves more points than had been made in any of the former meets. Mosser 
won second in the quarter mile; Burke won third in the scholastic and handicap fifty-yard dashes; 
and a relay race made up of a “picked” team ran against the Richmond Howitzer’s, giving the 
Howitzer’s twenty yards handicap, and won by about that distance. 

The fellows, contrary to usual, worked fairly well over the track work this year. Due to 
Mr. Fontaine’s effort an arrangement was made at the Y. M. C. A. which enabled most of the 
members of the team to join by the month without “breaking” them, and in this way we were 
given a good place for indoor practice on a banked track. During the winter months a training 
table was put into existence, and under the supervision of Captain Burke and Coach Fontaine the 
boys were kept from “‘stuffing”’ with sweets; although it was noticed on several occasions the store 
below school was well patronized at recess. Aside from all these petty troubles and hindrances 
the team did well, and the Editors want to try to express the general opinion of the school and 
compliment the team on their successful season.
